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Exeter Cathedral was built in Iir2 by Bishop Warelwast 
oa the site of the Benedictine Monastery of St. p eter. Ihe 
plan of the Cathedral is cruciform, the length, including the 
Lady Chapel, is 408 feet, and the height of the towers, 145 feet. 
The most striking part of the exterior is the West Front, with 
its imposing facade of great beauty and interest.
